week of the seven-week-old 
strike. About 180 Bear Employ- 
ees are currently on strike 
seeking Company recognition 
of their UAW local. 

Mastos has charged that 
Victor Comptometer Corpora- 
tion, the parent company of 
Bear Archery, “has chosen to 
make an example for their 
workers in other Victor opera- 
tions throughout the country 
who are seeking union repre- 
sentation.” 

Betore forming UAW Local 
1903, Bear employees were 
represented by an indenendent 
unaffiliated local union, which 
had 6 contiaci that expired fast 
December. In September, 1974, 
McNeil said, Bear employees 
voted, 329 to 67. to affiliate with 
the UAW. He said Victor 
Comptometer challenged this 
vote before the National Labor 
Relations Board,: which then 
held that the election was legal 
and proper and ordered the 
Company to bargain with the 
Union. The Victor Comptometer 
Corporation is contesting the 
NLRB's ruling in Federal Court.

The Grayling Township Board at its regular meeting on vune 
8th considered a number of items which I believe will be of interest 
to township residents. 

Tine township in jis DLudgei ‘eGuesi td ihe tax allocation board 
requested $46,230.78. Notification was received that we were 
allocated 1.1 Mills which | estimate will aise $33,902.57. This made 
ii necessary to amend the proposed budget which was presented to 
the people at the Township Annual meeting. After reviewing the 
budget | recommended to the board that three items be reduced to 
offset the reduction in income. These items are, airport, 
engineering and the unappropriated fund. The change in our 


+ engineering request was possible due to the fact thal the township 


has received approval of the step one sewer study grant from the 
Federal and State government. Pending the results of the 
Townships tax appeal no one can be sure of the amount of income 
which will be derived from the 1976 property tax. 

In the early 1960's the county contracted for tax maps. Since 
that time we have heen able to do only limited updating. The 
township board has approved the hiring of a Kirtland College 
Drafting student to prepare new tax maps under the direction of 
myself and the township staff assessor. One added feature to 
these new maps will be the addition of state, county and private 


raods. This project works hand in hand with the townships request 


for a special census. It appears it will be necessary to provide 

township road maps in conjunction with the requested census. 
The township has received notice that our request for funding 

to conduct a pollution detection study of Lake Margrethe nas been 


denied. | still consider it a very worthwhile project to assist the- 


township in making a final determination on whether sewers are 
needed. Other methods of financing this project are being sought. 

Plans for construction of the new township refuse transfer 
Station were reviewed. On Wednesday ! was in Bay Cily to review 
the project with Edmands Engineering. If the project moves an 
schedule we sould be able to advertise for bids on the fencing and 
entrance road in the next week or so.

Eugene Ragel. a member of 
the State Board of Education 
said that parents are not 
consulted, and may not even be 
told of their child's participation 
in this act even though they 
seek such information. Decters, 
school and districts were refus- 
ing to discuss the matter. 

It was reported that, “A child 
age 12 or over may be released 
from school on sick leave, 
thereby not losing ADA monies 
by their classrsom absence. 
They may leave the scheol 
premises for an abortion, ifeat- 
ment of VD or to receive 
instruction in the use of contra- 
ceptives, including the pill, 
without the consent or éven 
knowledge of the parent or 
guardian... 

The parents may not sue the 
state when they do find that 
their child has undergone such 
treatment, for if a child 10-12 or 
cider becomes pregnant, sive is 
considered an adult and no 
longer treated as a minor.

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DEMONSTRATION!

Without firing a shot, George 
Rogers Clark's little army of 
fewer than 200 men took over 
Great Britain's most important 
IHinois country outpost, Kas- 
kaskia. in the first move, of a 
daring campaign in the summer 
of 1778. 

The journey to the distant 
Bristish controlled French set- 
tigment in the West was a 
gruelling one, but once the 
Americans were there the only 
weapon needed to gain control 
was the element of surprise 

From the hase of onerai 
that he established at “the falls 
of Ohio during a pause in his 
historic westward venture, Clark 
and his men travelled on down 
that river to the mouth of the 
Tennessee where they came 
wnon a small groun of hunters 
who had recently been at 
Kaskaskia. The fortunate inci- 
dent provided Clark with valu- 
able information about the 
situation at the British fort on 
the Mississippi and added to 
histiny force since the hunters 
voiunteered to join the expedi- 
tion. 

Continuing a few miles far- 
ther down the Ohio to Fart 
Massac, an abandoned French 
stronghold at what is now 
Metropolis, Illinois, the Ameri 
cans hid their boats and struck 
out overland toward Kaskaskia 
which was, as the crow flies, 
420 miles northwest. An easier 
route would have been the one 
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by water, floating on down the 
Ohio to the Mississippi and 
then going up that river to the 
settiement. But there was vir- 
tually no possibility of going 
that way without being detect- 
ed. 

After slashing their way through 
a forested wilderness for the 
tirst 50 miles, the invaders 
reached broad prairies which 
forced them to take extra 
precautions to keep from being 
observed. “Il was much afraid of 
being discovered in these mea- 


letter to George Mason, 
might be seen in many places 
for several miles.” 
At one point the head guide. 
nders, lost his way in 


the guide's loyalty. threatened 
to kill him if he didn’t regain his 
confidence about the route by 
evening. In his letter to Mason, 
Clark reported that Saunders 
“accordingly took his course 
and in two hours got within his 
knowledge.” Clark said he had 
“never in my life felt such a flow 
of rage” as at this time when his 
troops were wandering aimless- 
ly in a region where they might 
easily be detected by a much 
larger number of Indaians. 

On the evening of the 4th of 
July, six days after setting out 
from Fort Massac, the Ameri- 
cans neared Kaskaskia and 
stopped at a farm a mile from 
the town. From the family 
whom they made prisoners. 
they learned that there had been 
recent rumors of an attack but 
that the militia was now off 
guard. 

Clark found boats to carry his 
troans across the Kaskaskia 
River in the cover of darkness 
and then sent one division to 
surround the town while he led 
another to the open gates of the 
tort. Philippe Francois de Ras- 
tel, Chevalier de Rocheblave, a 
French veteran of the French 
and Indian wars who had been 
left in charge of Kaskaskia by 
the British was surprised in his 
home by the American and 
jorced to surrender. 

One account of the capture of 
the fort, said to have been 
related by Clark 10 years | ater. 
indicated that a dance was 
being given vy ihe vilicers Gt 
the post when the Americans 
arrived. Clark, stationing his 
men at the entrance to the fori, 
walked in and went to the hall 
where the merriment was in 
progress, leaned casually on 
the doorpost with his arms 
folded and watched the dan- 
cers. When a nearby Indian saw 
him and let out a shriek. the 
music and dancing stopped. 
Clark reportedly suggested that 
they continue dancing but re- 
member that they would be 
doing so under Virginia rather 
that Great Britian. 

Whether or not that version is 
correct, the dramatic sudden- 
ness of te American takeover 
caught the Garrison by surprise 
and Clark's men secured every 
street within the village in 15 
minutes.

« Good Idea: Match workers’ jobs 


How about awarding at least an “A for 
effort” for a pilot program to help the 
unemployed as recently unveiled in 
Washington. 

The three-year program, scheduled 
for eight southeastern states at a cost 
of $1.5 million a year is designed to find 
jobs away from home for the un- 
employed and then help pay their 
moving expenses. It helps move the 
jobless to where the jobs are. 

Something called “relocation assis- 
tance’ of up to $2,500 would be 
available for 1,000 jobless workers a 
year in Alahama, Florida, Genrgia, 
Kentucky, Missippi, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Tennessee. 

The money would go to help pay for 
long-distance telephone referral ser- 
vice. travel expenses for job interviews, 
and up to $1500 for moving expenses. 

Workers eligible for the program 
would be those registered with a 
governmental employment service in 
one of the eight states, who are 
unemployed or under employed be- 
cause of a lack of work in the area where 
they live. 

The workers must want to work; they 
must have conducted what the govern- 
ment calls “an exhaustive search” for a 
job within commuting distance of their 
homes, and be readily employable due 
to their training or experience. Aiso, 
they must not have turned down a job 
offer or suitable employment in their 
home area. 

lf the pilot project works, it would 
well spread elsewhere; and it seems to 
me to make sense. 

lf you will grant that most of those 
Gut of jobs really want to work - and 
that's not a universally accepted 
premise. by the way—then helping the 
willing to find jobs at some faraway 
spot, and then helping to match the 
workers with the jobs, seems like a 
sound way for a government to move. 

Stack the “relocation assistance” 


program up against various proposals 
to require government to be the 
“employer of last resort” and in my 
mind there’s no choice. 

So, for-one time at least, here’s an “A 
for effort” for the government on an 


unemployment program. 


graduates—al least in some fields. 
According to various reports at a 

recent convention of the American

Salaries will be 4-8 percent higher for 
bachelors, and 8 percent higher for 
masters: hiring itself will show a 10 
nercen some anginee 1g 
graduates can expect starting offers of 
up to $1200 a month, and even liberal 
arts graduates up to $825 a month, 
according to some reports. 

One speaker, noting that union pay 
scales are rising faster than those of 
recent college graduates, noted that “it 
wouldn't surprise me to find that truck 
drivers are overtaking liberal arts 
graduates" pay in offers; he quickly 
added—as he should, of course—that 
the potential over the long haul is stilt 
better for the college trained(and please 
excuse the pun).

Some college grads of a year ago are 
stil! looking for satisfactory jobs. A 10 
percent increase over last year will be 
welcomed by the 1-in-ten who will be 
hired inis year who wouldn't have been 
hired a year ago. The other nine are still 
bemused, however 

A sad plight is that of a college 
graduate dejected after being turned 
down in his-her hunt for an appropriate 
job. It's disheartening both to the grads 
and to the society as a whole. 

But, as these figures indicated things 
seem to be looking up. We all hope so.

Have FIP 
Will Travel

County Extension Director] 

FIP are the Setters designat- 
ing Forestry Incentive Program, 
and there is money available 
from the Agricultwral Stabliza- 
tion and Conservation Service 
(ASCS). 

The Agency will pay 75% oi 
the costs involved in woodiand 
improvement stands and tree 
planting. 

Woodland improvment con- 
sists of thinning plantations or 
Natural stands, cutting out 
undesirable species of trees. 

Owners of ten or more acres 
of woodlot are eligible for the 
costs share proaram. The prac- 
tice must be carried out in 
accordance with Michigan Dep- 
artment of Natural Resources. 
Forestry Division standards and 
specifications for forest stand 
improvement on file in the DNR 
and ASCS county offices. They 
the DNR and ASCS_ county 
DNR and ASCS county offices. 
When time is available ONR 
foresters can work with the 
property owner to plan the 
improvement practice. When 
ONR personnel are noi available 
a private forester can be hired to 
assist with the planning opera- 
tion. A list of private foresters 
can be obtained from the ASCS, 
Soil Conservation Service and 
Cooperative Extension Service 
Offices. They will cost share 
75% on treé planting, either in 
open plantings or as_ under- 
planting ot white pine. 

For more information about 
cost chare on woodland im- 
provement contact the ASCS 
office serviing your county.
